Toronto, June 'J7.--It. was expected 
that decision would be given to-day m 
the Queen's bunch court in the conspiracy 
case on the motion to set aside the Crown 
proceedings and compel them to com- 
mence do dovo, but the judges, < hief 
Justice Wilson and Judge Osier disagreed, 
and deemed it advisable to withhold judy- 
ment, and allow the case tn Bland till 
November, when the court will be com- 
posed of three judges. 

Geo. Wheeler, M. 1'., for West On- 
tario, has resigned. J. D. Edgar will run 
in his place. 

The grand jury this morning made an 
important presentment, including several 
vnluablo recommendations. They pro- 
tested strongly against the present mode 
of criminal procedure against juveniles, 
and recommended: First, thai the trial 
of youths under sixteen be held privately 
and not in open court; .second, that par- 
ents or guardians be sum muned with 
their children or wards to say why they 
should not bo sent tu the reformatory; 
third, under no eircti instances to allow 
children to mix with adult prisoners. 

Montreal, June 28.- An Englishman 
got up in high style, with plausible man 
ners, passed lour fifty pound notes, pro- 
fessing them to bo genuine Bank of Eng- 
land ones, on an exchange broker here to- 
day, getting in return twelve hundred 
dollars for what turned out to be counter- 
feit. Ho tried to do the same on others, 
but failed. It appears he came hero from j 
Chicago, and was successful in that city 
before hia frauds were discovered. Tho 
date on the notes is May l(5lk, 1S8:!. The 
counterfeit is not easily detected unless 
by an expert. 

Itisstated here that tho Ontario and 
Quebec railway, which was to be opened 
on the 1st of July, cannot be got ready 
for passenger traffic until August 1st. The 
cause of tho delay ariees from the line 
running through a swamp which appears 
to have no solid hutD in, for as Soon as a 
portion caves in and is tilled up again, tile 
lirst heavy train passing over causes 
another opening to occur. 

Winnipeg, June 29. — Yesterday was 
not observed as a holiday, a salute being 
merely tired at noun. 

Messrs. Van Home and Schrieber ar- 
rived yesterday. The former says no 
work will be dmie on the branch lines this 
season, but will probably be n xt year. 

Crop reports f rum all quarters are most 
satisfactory. An early harvest and a large 
yield are anticipated. 

Port Arthur, June 27. The prisoner 
James Troy, arrested for stabbing John 
Hickey night before hist, was found guilty 
nf wilful murder before the coroner's jury, 
and haa been sent down to stand his trial 
at tho next assizes. He is a young man, 
about eighteen years of age, and of a not 
very prepossessing appearance. 

The amount collected for the relief of 
the girls employed in the (Queen's hotel, 
who lost all their clothes at the recent 
lire, amounts to S2tiD. 

Brussels, Out., June 28. —The Te- 
cuniseh House, thu Central Hotel and the 
stores occupied by George Barkers, grocer: 
Dunford, merchant tailor; McCullough, 
boots and shoes, were horned to day. 
Loss, §20,000; insurance, §115,000. 

Point Fortune, V., June 2S). — Yester- 
day at (5:30 p. in., a novel spectacle, the 
burning of a dam, was soon here. Flames, 
supposed to have been ignited by a work- 
man's pipo, rose from that part cf the 
Carillon main dam laid dry for repairs 
since high water by tho cofferdam. The 
blaze soon spread over some sixty feet, 
but disappeared ill about two hours. The 
structure is still smouldering and smok- 
ing. No material damage was done, as 
the burnt, work was soon to bo replaced. 

Halifax, June 26. — The nominations 
for tho Commons in Cumberland and Cape 
Breton counties took place to-day. In 
the latter Messrs. Macdougal 1 and Huarn, 
conservative and liberal respectively, wore 
nominated.

* Montreal, June U0. The appointment 
of Mi. Varker as general manager of the 
Federal liiuilc gives satisfaction in liliullciftl 
circles here, although there is some com- 
ment ns tu Mr. Ingram's connection with 
the affairs of the bank, and his resignation 
so soon after his appointment as manager. 
On Saturday, Mr. Strathy, nepln w of the 
late general malinger, received a telegram 
from Toronto advising bun of Mr Yarker's 
appointment, stating that Mr. Ingram had 
severed his connection with the bank, and 
instructing him to remain iu charge till re- 
lieved by Mr. A H. l'lummer from Toronto, 
ami not to allow any one to have access to 
the books or bank promises. Mr. Strathy 
earned Kill his instructions to the letter, 
and refused admission even to tho late 
locul malinger. About three o'clock on 
Sunday afternoon Sergeant I'roifuss, al the 
central station, was requested by telephone 
to semi two policemen tu the Federal Bank, 
assom,. one was trying to br. >ak into the 
bank. 'The constables arriving al tho bank, 
found the late manager trying to open the 
door with his key, whilst inside wis Mr. 
Strathy preventing him. A locksmith, who 
hud been summoned b\ Mr. Ingram, was 
trying to pick the lock. lioth gelitlemen 
were somewhat excited, and forcible lang- 
uage was used. Mr. Ingrain explained that 
he was manager of the bank, and that the 
person inside was unreasonable; in trying to 
keep him out. Mr. Strathy said Mr. In- 
gram had no business there at all.' The 
policemen insisted on the door being open- 
ed, when Mr. Straths showed a telegram 
from Toronto signed by Mr. Nordheimer. 
Mr. Ingrain roi tela tod that he was general 
inn linger, and exhibited documents in sup- 
port of his statement, but on being shown 
Mi. Struthy's instructions of it more recent 
date he withdrew, and drove oil' without a 
certain satchel containing papers which Mr. 
Strathy refused to give up. The police dis- 
persed a large crowd which had gathered. 
The scene enacted is the talk of the street 
to-day, as the facts only leaked out this 
morning.

< 'no point which impressed Miss Faith- 
ful much in her American journeyings is 
the fact that women in A morion are much 
leas ashamed of earning a living than in 
this country. In England it is regarded 
as natural and right for a man to work fur 
hia daily bread, but for a lady to earn a 
salary it is Ion often regarded as discredit- 
able. Nine women out of ten who aro 
earning their own living will preface tho 
statement of that fact by a more or less 
elaborate apology for having to work for 
their living. In other words, work is not 
regarded as the normal state of woman and 
this shows itself in many ways. English 
ladies applying for a situation will give 
false names and in one case which came 
under Miss Faithful s notice a lady throw 
up a profitable situation rather than allow 
her name to bp known to her fellow work- 
era. In America it is otherwise. - Pall

TEE DRY DOCK MODIFICATIONS. 

Home time ago when the lust hitch about 
the drydock lirst developed itself mid the 
Dominion Government stated its intention 
to liuiko "certain modifications" in refer- 
ence to that unprogreasive institution, the 
Nanaimo Free Press was jubilant over the 
fact that the absurdity of building a dry- 
duck lit Efl([iiiinalt at nil had at last dawn- 
ed on the ollieials. The Free Press had no 
doubt therefore, that inu "modifications" 
in question were nothing less than a con- 
templated change of site from such an 
out of the way place as Esquimalt to a 
convenient site at Nanaimo or Burrard 
lulot where a dock could be built for one- 
half the money. How any man could 
write such nonsense it is difficult to con- 
ceive, as on >■ the first requisites of a dry 
dock is its In ing bandy to the ocean and 
the idea ui towing a disablud vessel 
through '.he fog to Burrard Inlet for re- 
pairs is ridiculous. Let us take the Uma- 
tilla for instance, had it been thought no 
eessr.;y she could, no doubt, lone been 
safely beached at the entrance to Esqui- 
mau harbor, but bad an attempt been 
made to get her up to Nanaimo or the In- 
let, she would, no douht, have sunk on the 
wuy us she afterwards did in Esquimalt 
harbor, though had the late government 
completed the drydock during their eight 
years' management of it. even that might not 
hare happened . But the Imperial govern 
nient has also contributed handsomely 
towards the dock and has to be consulted 
on any modifications that may be made in 
ita Construction. In fact for many years 
it is likely that the drydock will be of 
more consequence in connection with our 
naval establishment on the Pacific coast 
than in any other way . From this point 
uf view it is a necessity, and in the event 
of certain contingencies which may not be 
so remote or improbable as we accustom 
ourselves to imagine, would become still 
more so. It is likely that a disabled war 
vessel would have quite enough in making 
her wav up the straits without the risk at 
certain seasons of incurring difficulties and 
loss of time in going up to Nanaimo or 
Burrard Inlet. It is not likely, however, 
that for the sake of building a drydock at 
Nanaimo the Dominion Government, or 
Imperial either for that matter, would 
abandon the expensive and unfinished 
work at Esquimalt. The subject is scarce 
ly worth discussion, but when articles ap- 
pear in papers that are apt to mislead they 
ought to meet with some comment. Some 
time since, however, we remember seeing 
an article by some military authority 
arguing in favor of a drydock at Burrard 
Inlet, but we do not think the opinions al- 
ready given by naval authorities coincided 
with it. It would, however, be a very 
agreeable state of things if the condition 
uf trade and the large amount of shipping 
frequenting our ports necessitated the 
construction of drydocks both at Nanaimo 
and Port Moody. All we object to is 
having the only piece of drydock we have 
gut at Victoria (and Heaven save us from 
any more) iloated off up the straits of 
Georgia to suit the whims of other people. 
Whether our drydock will ever be finish- 
ed it is difficult to say. It may descend to 
the future historian of bygone empires as 
ono of the objects of interest visited by 
Macaulay's New Zealander after he had 
photographed the rums of London bridge 
as a relic of the dynamite era. And we 
can almost fancy the said New Zealander 
after lie had pocketed a piece of the famous 
Walkem cement, sadly exclaiming, "Here 
was a province that expired through not 
being governed enough!" 

Thk woman's suffrage questiou was dis- 
posed of a couple of weeks 11140 in the 
British house of commons on a singular 
vote.

It would seem to mean that in Ellg 
land we are repeating the experience of 
some of the states of the American union 
where for a long time the question uf wo- 
man suffrage was coquetted 111th and its 
advocates encouraged to believe that they 
would shortly gain then object and then, 
when the danger of such a result seemed 
real the electors st uiiee turned round and 
declared against them by 11 majority against 
which there was in appeal. 

In this issue it is 1 ecessary to say 

anything further concerning the Nanaimo 
relief fund. flu Colon!*! has already ex- 
pressed and acted on its own opinion in 
the matter, and the I'ost has done the 
same; why then should the latter journal 
fuss and scold so much 111 carrying out a 
praiseworthy object after its own nieth.nl.

To thk Editob.- While we are having 
the houses numbered, would it nut be well 
to have the numbering .lone according to 
some plan, so that we may derive some 
benefit from it'.' 

In the eastern cities what is knowu us 
the Philadelphia system 11 being adopted, 
and appears to give the most information in 
the shortcut time. It consists in first num- 
bering the streets, and then in numbering 
the lots from every street, I'm- example: 
No. .104 means Ith house from :lrd street; 
101U the Pith lot from Huh street. Sup- 
posing Government street was numbered 
and Douglas street I. then SOU Fort, or 312 
Yates, or .'!17 Johnson indicates that these 
numbers will be found 011 these strei ts be- 
tween Government and Douglas while Now, 
422 Kane, or 40(5 Pandora, or il'2 Chat- 
ham would toll a person at once that these 
numbers were between Douglas and Blan- 
idiard on those streets. The aim is to get a 
base line to start from, and have all the 
numbers on all the streets correspond. The 
same may be said in regard to numbering 
the lots from south to north, if Fort street 
were No. 5, View street No. <i, Yates street 
No. 7, etc., then No. 501 on Cool; street, or 
501 on Government street would be the first 
number north of Fort street on Government 
and Cook streets, and on all streets crossing 
Fort, while TO I m Broad street, or 7t)l on 
Vancouver would be the first number on 
those streets north of Yates street , and 1 m 
all streets running north and south.

ber of a houso or lot is known it can be 
located immediately. Would it not be well 
also to have a number for every thirty feet, 
whether the ground is built ou or not, as it 
will save confusion in filling in the numbers 
in the future when the houses will be 
erected? 

Another improvement would be to call all 
streets running east and west avenues, 
while those running north and south might 
retain the uiuue of streets. 

By adopting the above plan, or devising 
a better one, would certainly be more con- 
venient than numbering all tho houses 
without any regard to regularity.

Indian Traditions. 



The Rectory, 

Nanaimo, .Inly 6th, 1884. 
To thk Editor: — In reference to the cap- 
ture of Jacko on the Frazer canyon bluffs 
above Vale, as given in your issue last week, 
1 may be able to furnish the public with 
some particulars connected with my lute 
superintendence of the Lytton Indian Mis- 
sion that nmy throw additional light upon 
this strange event, and at the same time 
confirm muuu mysterious rumors that were 
current amongst the entire tribe in that 
locality during our residence amongst 
them. 

On three different occasions in successive 
years, and ill entirely different points of ob- 
servation, the most start ling reports were 
circulated far and wide, that when camping 
out for purposes of hunting, fishing, gather- 
ing wood and berries, certain of our Indians 
had been visited ill the dead uf iiighl by 
something that seemed half-mall half-beast, 
which bad come into the tents whilst sleep- 
ing or prowled around their encuuipmeiit, 
producing the greatest consternation and 
amazement. 

The idea prevailed that certain wild men 
of the woods were at large in the less fre- 
quented parts of tin- country, and were ex- 
ceedingly dangerous and might one day in- 
vade the settlements. 

We. at the time, laughed at their fears 
and pooh-poohed the matter, considering 
the reports in questiou here ou a par with 
their traditional stories about certain lakes 
and special spots being haunted and 
that numbers of their triue had been found 
dead upon venturing to pass a night on 
these dreaded haunts of mysterious and 
unearthly visitants. 

It may appear, therefore, that there was 
more truth about some of these tales than 
was dreamed of in our boasted enlightened 
philosophy. That Jaoko is destined to 
point a moral or adorn a tale, viz: that 
truth is stranger than fiction, and facts are 
stubborn things specially Jacko.

Sketch of Pinkei-tou. 

The following ia a short sketch from the 
life of Allan Pinkerton, the world-renown- 
ed detective of Chicago, who died the other 
day: 

Allan Pinkerton was born in Glasgow m 
1819, the son of a small tradesman. He 
married yuiuig and immediately after left 
for the western hemisphere, landing in 
Canada. A now post village in Bruce 
county. Ontario, is now named after him. 
The young couple's early struggles were a 
series of hardships, and after many vicissi- 
tudes Pinkerton came to this city whore 
he engaged in tho copper trade. He after- 
ward moved to tho neighborhood of Dun- 
dee, 111., where he purchased a small 
farm. This was as near as can be ascer- 
tained about 1847. Pinkerton was then 
28 years of age and it was then that he 
made his first detective ventures as an 
amateur. Florae thieves wero on the the 
rampage in those days and Allan Pinker- 
I tou after having been successful in hunt- 
j mg down a rascal who had atolou one of 
1 his horses, was employed by neighbors un- 
| til liis reputation reached the adjoining 
1 counties. What gained him a reputation 
I all over the state, and even further, was 
] in exactly the same line. At that time 
I there was very little ready money in the 
country districts in the northwest and this 
scarcity was partially supplied by the 
checks of the Milwaukee Fire and Marine 
[insurance Co. (now Mitchell's bank), 
which were crude and easily imitated. 
Pinkerton suffered by the forgeries, and 
ho succeeded in hunting down one of the 
forgers -Gray, a Vermont man. The 
merchants of tho country employed him to 
run down the other forgers and Pinkerton 
succeeded in that. He was then invited to 
j«coine to this city, followed the invitation 
and was mude deputy sheriff of Oouk 
county. This was in 1849, and in the 
same year Pinkerton received the appoint- 
ment as special agent of the treasury under 
Secretary Guthrie. In this, and also in 
the position of mail agent, he distinguish- 
ed himself by numerous brilliant pieces of 
detective work 

The feat which gave Allan Pinkerton a 
national reputation was to conduct A bra 
ham Lincoln safely through Baltimore to 
the inauguration in Washington. Pinker- 
ten knew of the plot to assassinate the 
president-elect 111 Baltimore, winch was 
then completely in the hands of a rebel 
mob. Kiotoua scenes and attacks upon 
federal troops were the order of the day 
It was said, though the story was speedily 
denied, that Pinkerton accomplished his 
hazardous task with the aid of one uf 
female operatives, who occupied I ho s 
seat m the car as the president, "he 
a bonnet with a thick veil, which 1 
pletely concealed his well-known feati 
A shawl thrown over the knees gave ' 
Abe" the appearance of an elderly I; 
as whose companion posed Pinkt-ri 
lady detective. The latter is buriei 
Dose Hill Cemetery, where a space 1 
served for the Pilikertona and their 
The graves are decorated on 
Mian Pinkerton, although ti 



tration of this fact ia tho career of McPar- 
Ian, the great detective in the Molly Ma- 
guire eases. McParlan was a coachman 
in the employ of a merchant w ho resides on 
Lafiin street. The stables of this gentle- 
man joined thoae of Pinkerton on Monroe 
street, and "the old man." then deeply 
involved in the study of tho Molly Ma- 
guire cases, came to the conclusion that 
"Mac" was bis man. Ho engaged him at 
a high salary, instructed him personally 
for hours every day, and finally turned 
him over to the Philadelphia agency, 
which had tho special management of this 
groat case. 

Other brilliant feats of Phikortou's men 
under old Allan's personal supervison can 
be but briefly touched upon at this time. 
There was the arrest and eouvietiun of 
August Stuart Byron and of a young man 
claiming to be a nephew of Admiral Napier. 
These men worked a Michigan Southern 
train and robbed the mails of a large 
amount of money. Pinkerton has lost a 
great many good employes in his danger- 
ous work. Five lost their lives in captur- 
ing the .lames brothers in Missouri The 
Reno brothers gang at Seymour, Ind., was 
also broken up by Pinkerton. Then there 
was the capture of the Hidwell brothers for 
forgery on the Hank of F-nglaud; Huberts 
and Glenson, the bond forgers; the appre- 
hension of the Northampton Hank breakers, 
and a host of rases in the interest of rail- 
road, bank and express companies. The 
Piukertons have never laid their hands on 
any ease that Merely hnol.ed a scandal. 
Chicago Herald.

TIIL NIXING INQUEST. 

Exaiuiiiulioii of Kuox.tlie Fire- 
■naii. 

(Special to the Colonist.) 

Nanaimu, July 8. — The jury com- 
menced thuir investigation to-day in ru- 
gurd to the Wellington disaster. The first 
witness called was David Knox, the lire 
man, who undorwont a most riyid ex- 
amination and cross-examination by all 
the lawyers. He told a straightforward 
story, which carried conviction to all who 
heard it of its truthfulness. Said ho had 
visitod overy stall in No. 4 level, where 
the accident occurred, before the miners 
went down in the mine to work, as it was 
his duty to do, and found no gas of con- 
sequence anywhere except in two or throo 
places, and only m small quantities there. 
Ha gave one of the miner- s «af..ty lamp 
to go to the place where there appeared 
to be moat gas, and eautioued the miners 
in regard to the same. He, the fireman, 
was an old miner, and had commenced to 
wotk m a mine in England before he was 
eight years old, and had worked in mines 
more than thirty-three years. 

Mr. Haggart, who employed him , and 
Mr. Ross, his present overman, testified 
to his fitness for the position and his 
faithfulness and promptitude in the dis- 
charge ot his duties. 

Dr. Jones, collier surgeon; Maggarl, 
foreman; Koss and Adam Roso, present 
foreman, wero examined. 

Inquest adjourned till 10:30 to-morrow 
morning. 

The Lute Fire. 

Messrs. Johnson, Walker & Flett 
roughly estimate their loss by the tire at 
the Queen City I'lauing Mills at about 
S'2,500, of which amount they were in- 
sured in the Liverpool, London & tilobe 
office for §1,700, §200 of which was on 
the building used as a drying-house, and 
§1.500 on the boiler and heater. The 
building contained at the time of the 
tire, in the drying kiln on the ground 
floor, about 10,000 feet of cedar and 
Bpruce, mostly the former. The exact 
amount of damage to the boiler has not 
yet been ascertained. Uf course, the 
matter might, have been much worse, but 
it must be always a subject of rdgret in a 
growing community, when a young and 
enterprising manufacturing firm meet with 
even a temporary mishap.

EASTERN STATES.

Thuy en- 
veloped their busts with garlands of ivy, 
which were thrown on the tire as soon ;.a 
withdrawn, and after wards rubbed all tl o 
upper part of their fig u res either with goose 
fat mixed with warm milk' or with an egg 
of a partridge. Men were as vain as the 
women, if wo are to believe Aristophanes 
and other writers. The grunt comic 
dramatist mocked ins contemporary 
CinesKs for wearing busks of lindenwood; 
anil Capitolinus, in hia biography of the 
passengers. Emperor Anthony , mentions also that ho 
bad recourso to them to compress his 
swelling figure.

This is tho firm of Minerva which Virgil describes is to he 
interpreted in the same manlier. But this 
view is surely mistaken fur no monument 
of antiquity, no evidence gleaned from 
other sources, point to the use of stiff, un- 
yielding whalebone corsets.

There is a commissioner of miuiigraliuu 
who collects head money for every pas- 
senger who arrives. iiut bis only duty is 
to take possession of the leper and land 
him. He is not expected to do anything 
to keep him out. In the hup.? of ot-tt me; 
some of this money from the .-.rate we 
have established a lazaretto. I!ul it ap- 
pears to be drawing lepers like a blister. 
Whenever a leper is now found anywhere 
on the Pacific coast he is sent to San 
Francisco to bo taken ..are of by our tax- 
payers. Honolulu, Hongkortg ami Vic- 
toria appear to be equally liberal There 
being nothing mean about them they send 
us their lepers. 

In this way our people are being ex- 
pused to frightful risks, to say nothing of 
the heavy expense entailed on the city. 
If tlie men of to-day are not utterly blind 
and fatuitous this thine will have to lie 
torn up by the roots If the steamship 
companies refuse to aid in ridding us of 
the peat-hide on Twenty sixth street, let 
the fact go on record. The people will 
probably find a way by and by tn deal 
with that proposition. If the local au- 
thorities remain neglectful there is an ap- 
peal at last to the legislature. There is 
not at this moment a more important 
question before us than the extirpation of 
the leprosy that is fostering among us. In 
the Sandwich Islands a settlement has 
been set apart for these unfortunates.
